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Street Preacher Duane Lyons is a “silent witness” on Aruba 
until the end of February 



During the frenzied revelry of 
the final days of Carnival 58, 
islanders had to wonder at a 
calm, quiet presence sta¬ 
tioned just by the starting 
point of the parades, many 
wondering at his garb - 
“What group is that? I don’t 
remember it being one of the 
themes...” 

The man is Street Preacher 
Duane Lyons, a licensed or¬ 
dained minister and graduate 
of the Christ for the Nations 
Institute in Dallas, who pro¬ 
claims he is a “silent witness” 
to the healing power of faith 
with the simple words on his 


striking orange tee shirt, 
“Jesus Saves.” 

Passers-by will hear no 
exhortations or receive any 
flyers from Duane as he 
stands on a street comer and 
cordially greets those about 
him. He began his mission, 
which has taken him to 59 
countries and 47 U.S. states 
28 years ago. He began one 
Christmas, stationing himself 
quietly among the busy holi¬ 
day shoppers hurriedly mak¬ 
ing their way, “to remind 
them of what Christmas was 
all about.” 

A monthly newsletter fol¬ 
lowed, and in¬ 
vitations to be a 
guest speaker, 
taking him on 
the road. He 
was single 
when he began 
his mission, but 
eventually mar¬ 
ried and had 6 
children. His 
wife Gina sup¬ 
ports him com¬ 
pletely in his 
calling and 
joins him in his 
efforts at times. 


Occasionally the children ac¬ 
company him, as in the case 
of one of a number of visits 
to Haiti, after it was devas¬ 
tated by an earthquake, which 
proved very instructional. 
“Teenagers can sometimes 
complain about minor stuff, 
about things they see and 
want, but after they saw how 
those people are suffering 
every day, the kids got very 
quiet. They learned to appre¬ 
ciate their good fortune. My 
family lives a simple life, 
with no debt, but the bills get 
paid. We live by faith.” 

Duane has come to Aruba 
of his own accord, not by in¬ 
vitation to speak, though he is 
available if any churches are 
interested. He will be here 
until the end of the month, 
and is staying at the hotel 
Victoria in Oranjestad. “The 
Lord just put it into my heart 
to come to Aruba; I just felt 
led to come to Aruba. I have 
been to quite a few Caribbean 
islands, and I find a genuine 
sincerity and warmth in the 
Aruban people. I had no idea 
it was carnival time when I 
came here.” He explained 
that sometimes “People 


speak to me, need to get 
something off their chests, or 
they want me to speak to 
them; I am only here to offer 
the solace of faith, I believe 
this is what Jesus was really 
about.” 

“A blind man made me 
this cross,” he says of the 
beloved symbol that sent him 
on a path he had contem¬ 
plated since his childhood. 
“When I was a child I had a 
desire to convey the comfort¬ 
ing power of faith; it was 
while I was working as a cor¬ 


rections officer that 2 con¬ 
victed murders approached 
me and told me they had 
found salvation in their belief 
in Jesus. I realized if it had 
brought these men to a right¬ 
eous path, I needed to get 
back to that dream, and it has 
brought me happiness and 
peace. I hope my simple mes¬ 
sage of peace and love gives 
people comfort and helps 
them find their way to doing 
the best they can with their 
lives.”

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Dutch Prince 
Johan Friso 
is in a coma 



LECH — Dutch Prince Johan 
Friso has been unconscious 
since needing artificial resusci¬ 
tation after being buried be¬ 
neath an avalanche while 
skiing in Austria last Friday. 

His condition remains sta¬ 
ble but he is still in a critical 
condition, the Dutch govern¬ 
ments said after the Queen 
Beatrix visited him in hospital 
on Sunday evening. 

Prince Friso was skiing off- 
piste, with an unnamed Aus¬ 
trian friend, around noon when 
he was buried by an avalanche 
near Lech, where the Dutch 
royal family traditionally take 
their winter holidays. 

Despite wearing a ski-hel¬ 
met and an avalanche beeper, 
he was trapped for 20 minutes 
under the snow before he was 
rescued and had to be resusci¬ 
tated by rescuers. 

According to the Dutch 
newspaper NRC Handelsblad, 
the prince has not got a frac¬ 
tured skull or broken limbs but 
is in a coma after being suffo¬ 
cated under the avalanche. 

"There are no injuries to the 
rest of his body. The only seri¬ 
ous problem is asphyxia, respi¬ 
ratory distress," a neuro¬ 
surgeon told the newspaper.\ 

Doctors fear that the oxy¬ 
gen deprivation could lead to 
brain damage but early CT 
scans do not show swelling or 
pressure from blood vessels. 

A Dutch statement said: 
"The health condition of his 
royal majesty Prince Friso re¬ 
mains unchanged. He is stable, 
but not out of danger."

Red Cross seeks passage to deliver 
aid in Syria 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - The 
Red Cross said yesterday it 
was in talks with the Syrian au¬ 
thorities and rebels to halt the 
violence so it can deliver aid 
amid calls to allow women and 
children out of the besieged 
city of Homs. 

President Bashar al-Assad, 
meanwhile, again accused fo¬ 
reigners of funding and arming 
"terrorist groups" with the aim 
of destabilising his unrest-hit 
country, as Iranian warships 
docked at the port of tartus in 
a show of force. 

"The International Commit¬ 
tee of the Red Cross is explor¬ 
ing several possibilities for 
delivering urgently needed hu¬ 
manitarian aid," said ICRC 
spokesman Bijan Famoudi. 

"These include the cessa¬ 
tion of fighting in the most af¬ 
fected areas to facilitate swift 
Syrian Arab Red Crescent and 


ICRC access to the people in 
need." 

China’s influential People’s 
Daily warned that any Western 
support for the rebels would 
trigger a "large-scale civil war." 

But despite a weekend ap¬ 
peal by a visiting Chinese 
envoy for all sides to stop the 
violence, monitors said regime 
forces targeted the central city 
of Homs for a 17th straight day. 

Attacks on Homs killed 
nine out of the 15 people killed 
across Syria yesterday, accor¬ 
ding to reports by the Syrian 
Observatory for Human Rights 
and state media. 

Assad, meeting visiting 
Russian parliamentarians, 
thanked Russia for its support, 
saying Syria was being "tar¬ 
geted by armed terrorist groups 
receiving funding and arms 
from foreign parties, aiming to 
destabilise" it, state media said. 


Meanwhile, Tunisia’s For¬ 
eign Minister Rafik Ab- 
dessalem speaking after a 
meeting of Mediterranean for¬ 
eign ministers, said there had 
been agreement on the need to 
avoid "an Iraqi scenario" and 
preserve Syria’s integrity. 

He also said that the Syrian 
opposition will take part in a 
"friends of Syria" conference 
in Tunisia to be held this week. 

Elsewhere, two warships 
from Iran, a key backer of the 
Syrian regime, docked at Tar¬ 
tus, Tehran’s state television re¬ 
ported yesterday, adding that 
their crew would train Syrian 
sailors. 

Iran’s navy chief. Admiral 
Habibollah Sayari, said on Sat¬ 
urday the ships, a destroyer 
and supply vessel, had passed 
through the Suez Canal to 
show the Islamic republic’s 
military "might." 


Mew German president to be elected 
March 18 


BERLIN(AFP) - Germany’s 
next president will be elected 
on March 18, the parliament’s 
head said yesterday, with East 
German Lutheran pastor 
Joachim Gauck certain to be 
voted in with cross-party sup¬ 
port. 

Parliament president Nor- 
bert Lammert said in a state¬ 


ment that a special body made 
up of MPs and other digni¬ 
taries would meet to elect a 
new president to replace Chris¬ 
tian Wulff who resigned on 
Friday amid allegations of cor¬ 
ruption. 

March 18 is the last possi¬ 
ble date for the body to meet, 
as it must convene at least 30

Wulff was forced to resign 
on Friday after prosecutors 
called for his immunity to be 
lifted so they could investigate 
allegations that he enjoyed 
favours from a film producer 
friend. 

Wulff, the handpicked 
choice of Angela Merkel, won 
a 2010 election over the popu¬ 
lar Gauck but the vote turned 
into a debacle for the chancel¬ 
lor as members of her own 
party defied her wishes and 
voted against Wulff 


Whitney Houston dresses, 
jewelry to be auctioned 

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Dresses and jewelry worn by Whit¬ 
ney Houston will be included at a celebrity auction in Los An¬ 
geles in late March, it was announced yesterday, a day after the 
pop diva was laid to rest. 

"In a rare twist of fate," several items from her musical ca¬ 
reer and movie appearances will be available, "as if the pop 
legend was determined to keep her presence alive," said cele¬ 
brity auction house Julien’s Auctions. 

Included will be a black velvet dress with metallic silver 
ribbon with an estimated asking price of $l,000-$2,000 and 
faux pearl drop earrings worn by Houston in the hit 1992 movie 
"The Bodyguard," expected to fetch $600-$800. 

"Other items include jewelry and costumes from Houston’s 
appearance in film and on stage," the auction house said a writ¬ 
ten statement. 

Houston was found dead on February 11 in her Los Angeles 
hotel room. A funeral ceremony celebrating her life was held 
on Saturday, the day before she was laid to rest in a New Jersey 
cemetery next to her late father. 

Houston, who was just 48, sold more than 170 million 
records during a nearly three-decade career, but she fought a 
long and public battle against substance abuse while trying to 
keep her performing talent alive. 

Speculation has raged since her death that the singer may 
have succumbed to a lethal cocktail of prescription drugs and 
alcohol, though official results from her autopsy may not be 
made public for several weeks.

44 dead and 30 fugitives after Mexico 
prison riot 

MONTERREY (AFP) - Mem¬ 
bers of Mexico’s Zetas drug 
gang killed 44 rivals from the 
Gulf cartel in a prison riot be¬ 
fore staging a mass escape, 
possibly with help from au¬ 
thorities, Mexican officials 
said yesterday. 

Prisoners bludgeoned and 
stabbed other inmates to death 
in one of Mexico’s deadliest 
prison riots Sunday in the Apo- 
daca prison, an overcrowded 
facility 30 kilometers (18 
miles) north of Monterrey, the 
state capital. 

”In the midst of the riot and 
disorder inside the prison, a 
group of 30 inmates succeeded 
in escaping the penitentiary,” 

Rodrigo Medina, governor of 
the northern state of Nuevo 
Leon, told a news conference. 

Medina said the escaped 
prisoners were all Zetas and

Britain warns of widespread summer 
drought 


LONDON (AFP) - Yesterday 
Britain declared a drought in 
the southeast and warned that 
the rest of the country faced 
widespread water shortages 
this summer, with some sup¬ 
plies at their lowest for a quar¬ 
ter of a century. 

Despite Britain’s reputation 
as having a rainy climate and 
the fact that it is still winter in 
the northern hemisphere, the 
government hosted a ’’drought 
summit” with water companies, 
farmers and wildlife groups. 

Environment Minister Car¬ 


oline Spelman said southeas¬ 
tern England had now joined 
the Anglia region in eastern 
England and other parts of the 
country in drought. 

’’More areas are likely to be 
affected as we continue to expe¬ 
rience a prolonged period of 
very low rainfall,” Spelman 
said. ” We are asking for the help 
of everyone by urging them to 
use less water and to start now.” 

Water companies said only 
73 percent of the expected rain 
had fallen on the southeast 
from October to January, the 
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lowest rainfall for this period 
since 1992. 

The River Lee, north of 
London, currently has only 24 
percent of its average amount 
of water, Thames Water said. 

Government agencies said 
some rivers and groundwater 
levels were lower than in 
Britain’s drought of 1976, 
which came during a particu¬ 
larly hot summer. 

The environment ministry 
said climate change, a rising 
population and changing 
household usage patterns were 
to blame for the pressure on 
Britain’s water supplies. 

’’Despite our reputation as a 
rainy country, we may face a 
future with less rainfall and 
less certainty about when that 
rain will fall,” it said, urging 
Britons to take shorter showers 
and fix dripping taps. 

The average British house¬ 
hold uses over 100,000 liters 
(26,000 gallons) of water 
every year.

left 359 dead, again highlight¬ 
ing terrible overcrowding in 
Latin American prisons. 

Rampant drug trafficking, 
score-settling between gang 
members and official corrup¬ 
tion have turned prisons into 
human tinder boxes. 

The prison population in 
Mexico and Central America 
has swollen in line with the re¬ 
gion’s increasingly important 
role in the cocaine trafficking 
trade, meaning outdated facil¬ 
ities are straining at the seams.

One in 10 US children have 
alcoholic parent: study 



(AFP) - One in 10 children in 
the United States are living 
with a mother or father who 
has an alcohol problem and 
many reside with two parents 
who are afflicted, a govern¬ 
ment report said. 

According to the Substance 
Abuse and Mental Health 
Services Administration 


(SAMHSA) 
7.5 million 
children 
about 10.5 
percent of the 
US popula¬ 
tion under 
age 18 — live 
with a parent 
who suffered 
an alcohol 
use disorder. 
Some 6.1 
million children live in two- 
parent households where one 
or both parents suffered from 
alcohol abuse. The remaining 
1.4 million lived in a single¬ 
parent home where the adult 
had a drinking problem. 

The study was conducted 
between 2005 and 2010 and 
its details were published to 


coincide with Children of Al¬ 
coholics Week, which ended 
on February 18. 

"The enormity of this public 
health problem goes well be¬ 
yond these tragic numbers as 
studies have shown that the 
children of parents with un¬ 
treated alcohol disorders are at 
far greater risk for developing 
alcohol and other problems in 
life," SAMHSA representative 
Pamela Hyde said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The report follows a govern¬ 
ment study last month that 
showed binge drinking is more 
common in the United States 
than previously thought, par¬ 
ticularly among young adults, 
though the most frequent of¬ 
fenders are over 65. 


New approach urged for late-talking 
bilingual babies 


(AFP) - Babies who are raised 
in homes where two or more 
languages are spoken may ap¬ 
pear to talk later than those 
learning just one language, 
leaving parents puzzled and 
concerned as to the reasons 
why. 

Conventional wisdom often 
suggests that such children are 
confused and so they take 
longer to talk. Or, parents may 
hear that any apparent delay is 
just an illusion because kids 
are little geniuses who can 
learn many languages quickly 
and easily. 

"Both of these views are 
wrong," US psychologist Erika 
Hoff told the American Asso¬ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science meeting in Vancouver 
this weekend. 

"It is not the case that hear¬ 
ing two languages confuses the 
child and impairs their ability 
to acquire anything. But it is 
also not the case that children 
can magically acquire two lan¬ 
guages as quickly as one." 

Instead, psychologists 
should take a different ap¬ 
proach to testing young chil¬ 


dren, one that measures their 
proficiency in both languages 
instead of just one. 

When that is done, re¬ 
searchers typically find that the 
two tests add up to about the 
same level of proficiency as 
would be seen in a baby who is 
learning a single language. 

Two kinds of tests have ex¬ 
isted for decades — the Lan¬ 
guage Development Survey 
and the MacArthur Bates 
Communicative Development 
Inventory — in which parents 
answer questions about which 
words their child knows and 
how many word combinations 
the child has at around age 
two. 

Since their inception 
decades ago, both paper-and- 
pencil surveys have been 
adapted into different lan¬ 
guages, with as many as 20 
variations of the EDS and 
more than 60 of the MacArthur 
Bates now out there, re¬ 
searchers said. 

Even this low-tech approach 
has proven superior to modem 
methods, said Philip Dale, pro¬ 
fessor of speech and hearing 


sciences at the University of 
New Mexico, Albuquerque. 

Leslie Rescorla, professor of 
psychology at Bryn Mawr col¬ 
lege in Pennsylvania, who de¬ 
vised the EDS in the 1980s, 
agreed that surveys can be very 
effective in identifying late- 
talkers by 24-30 months of age. 

In the EDS, parents are 
given a 310 word checklist, 
and are asked to mark which 
words their child says. Average 
children have about 150 words 
at that age, and late talkers 
have 25-50. 

Rescorla presented research 
on new versions of the EDS 
distributed in Greece, South 
Korea and the Netherlands, 
which showed similar results 
as have been seen in the United 
States. 

"Late-talkers are at high risk 
for other developmental prob¬ 
lems," said Ratner. 
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Rio faces dengue epidemic: 
Brazil health minister 
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BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazilian 
Health Minister Alexandre 
Padilla warned that Rio de 
Janeiro faced a major dengue 
epidemic, although he said the 
virus strain prevalent was not 
fatal. 

"I believe that Rio could 
this year face one of the worst 
dengue epidemics in its his¬ 
tory, in terms of number of 
cases," he said in a television 
interview. 

Padilla said the dengue 
virus strain prevalent in Rio 
was not the most serious and 
was not fatal. 

The official Agenda Brasil 



said since the start of the year, 
3,499 dengue cases have been 
recorded in Rio, compared 
with 2,322 last year, but none 
were fatal. 

The government said that 
nationally cases dropped 62 
percent this year to 40,486. 

Dengue affects between 50 


and 100 million people in the 
tropics and subtropics each 
year, resulting in fever, muscle 
and joint ache. 

But it can also be fatal, de¬ 
veloping into hemorrhagic 
fever and shock syndrome, 
which is characterized by 
bleeding and a loss of blood 
pressure.

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Bird flu study publication 
gets go-ahead after security 
check 


GENEVA (AFP) - Bird flu ex¬ 
perts meeting in Geneva ruled 
that controversial research on 
a mutant form of the virus po¬ 
tentially capable of being 
spread among humans should 
be made public. 

Security assessments must 
however be carried out first 
before the two studies can be 
published and the research can 
continue, scientists agreed at a 
two-day meeting at the World 
Health Organization. 

"The consensus was that in 
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the interest of public health the 
full papers should be pub¬ 
lished," said Professor Ron 
Fouchier from the Institute of 
Virology in the Netherlands, 
the scientist behind one of the 
studies. 

US bio-security chiefs 
urged in November that key 
details of the papers remain 
unpublished, citing fears of a 
pandemic should a mutated 
H5N1 virus escape the labora¬ 
tory. 

Scientists agreed on Janu¬ 
ary 20 to a 60-day moratorium 
on further studies. 

That deadline will now be 
extended for an unspecified 
time to allow for a wider group 
of scientists to examine the 
risks and allow for public dis¬ 
cussion, Fouchier said at a 
conference following the 
meeting. 

The 22 participants in¬ 
cluded the two teams of re¬ 
searchers and representatives 
of the scientific journals Sci¬ 
ence and Nature who were 
asked to withhold publication. 

The editor of the US journal 
Science said he supports the 
decision of the bird flu experts 
in Geneva. 

Alberts editor-in-chief of 
Science, said the two journals 
were working closely with 
each other and with authori¬ 
ties, and would await further 
information before making 
plans to publish the manu¬ 
scripts in full in the months 
ahead. 

The engineered virus, cre¬ 
ated by two separate research 
teams in the Netherlands and 
Wisconsin, was able to spread 
through the air among mam¬ 
mals, indicating it could poten¬ 
tially be deadly to humans on 
a massive scale. 


Alberts said he hoped that 
the decision taken after the 
two-day Geneva meeting 
would lead to the creation of 
an international body of scien¬ 
tists and biosecurity experts for 
making future decisions on 
such matters. 

However, NS ABB leaders 
said last year that an interna¬ 
tional decision was needed and 
that they would obey any deci¬ 
sion agreed by the global sci¬ 
ence community. 

Avian influenza H5N1 is 
primarily transmitted between 
birds and very rarely to hu¬ 
mans. 

The Dutch team and an¬ 
other from the University of 
Wisconsin in the United States 
found ways late last year to en¬ 
gineer the virus so that it could 
be transmitted among mam¬ 
mals. 

The breakthrough raised 
alarm that the method could 
fall into the wrong hands and 
unleash a massive flu pan¬ 
demic that could cost millions 
of lives. 

The WHO said 345 people 
have died from H5N1 from a 
total of 584 cases in 15 coun¬ 
tries. The majority of victims 
have been in Indonesia.

The WHO will host further 
meetings "soon" with a wider 
range of scientists.

'Artificial leaf 
eyed as holy grai I 
i n energy research 


(AFP) - Turbo-charging photo¬ 
synthesis — by which plants 
and bacteria turn sunlight into 
food and energy — in an "arti¬ 
ficial leaf’ could yield a vast 
commercial power source, sci¬ 
entists said. 

Photosynthesis is"unfortu- 
nately not very efficient," 
Anne Jones, assistant profes¬ 
sor and biochemist at Arizona 
State University, told the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science 
meeting in Vancouver this 
weekend. 

"In fact, all of our current 
fossil fuels are products of this 
process," she said. But photo¬ 
synthesis efficiency "could be 
boosted to increase food yields 
or sustainable biofuel produc¬ 
tion." 

The world’s energy con¬ 
sumption is expected to surge 
by 100 percent in the next 40 
years. 

That is expected even as oil 
and gas reserves are being 
used up, according to re¬ 
searchers, who are weighing a 
range of approaches to harness 
the power of photosynthesis to 
power engines. 

Scientists said that given the 
low efficiency of photosynthe¬ 
sis, the top theoretical yield for 
squeezing energy out of the 
process with major crops such 
as wheat or sugar beets would 
be about five percent. 

But if efficiency could be 
forced up by even a few per¬ 
centage points, they could be 
sitting on major biofuel pro¬ 
duction potential. 

Jones said that when the en¬ 
zyme that catalyzes steps in 
C02 fixation, called Rubisco, 
becomes saturated, the process 
of producing carbohydrate 
slows down and that most ab¬ 
sorbed light energy is lost as 
heat. 

"When it’s sunny, a plant’s 
molecular machinery produces 
more electrons than the Ru¬ 
bisco carbohydrate-producing 
engine can handle, and a lot of 
those electrons are wasted," 


she said. 

The situation, she said, was 
akin to a power plant uncon¬ 
nected to distribution grid, in 
which excess energy goes to 
waste. 

Scientists want to harness 
the excess solar energy by 
transferring energy absorbed 
in a photosynthetic light har¬ 
vesting cell via biological 
nanowires to a separate cell 
that will produce fuel. 

Howard Griffiths, a Cam¬ 
bridge professor of plant ecol¬ 
ogy, is aiming to increase the 
efficiency of Rice’s photosyn¬ 
thesis process of manipulating 
the Rubisco enzyme. 

It is a bit like turbocharging 
a motor in mechanics — but not 
so easy just yet. 

Nature has already seen to it 
that some plants — such as 
sugar cane and algae — have a 
relatively higher-performance 
sort of Rubisco enzyme on 
hand thanks to a molecular 
mechanism called C-4. 

This cell machinery may be 
able to be genetically engi¬ 
neered into rice to push crop 
yields higher. 

Another take on tweaking 
photosynthesis came from 
Richard Cogdell, director of 
the Institute of Molecular Cell 
and Systems Biology at the 
University of Glasgow, Scot¬ 
land. 

It would use an artificial 
leaf to directly produce bio¬ 
fuel, using carbon dioxide and 
water. The biofuel would be a 
terpene, which "under the right 
conditions ... behaves like oc¬ 
tane," said Cogdell. 

"We are a long way from 
that, but we have the blue¬ 
print" that will get scientists at 
least half the way, he said. 

"That is one of the grand 
challenges we are facing — 
when oil and gas will run out, 
just to develop new ways of 
developing solar energy into 
fuel. We have a window of op¬ 
portunity of 30 to 50 years," 
Cogdell said. 
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ECB halts bond purchases for first 
time since August 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - Data 
published by the European 
Central Bank yesterday re¬ 
vealed that the bank bought no 
bonds of eurozone nations last 
week, the first time since Au¬ 
gust that such purchases have 
been zero. 

The ECB first launched its 
bond-buying program, or Se¬ 
curities Market Program 
(SMP), in 2010 to help out 
debt-wracked eurozone coun¬ 
tries that were finding it diffi¬ 
cult to drum up financing the 
normal way via the markets. 


The program was contro¬ 
versial from the start, with cri¬ 
tics saying the ECB was 
overstepping its mandate in 
buying up sovereign bonds on 
the secondary market. 

ECB President Mario 
Draghi and his predecessor 
Jean-Claude Trichet always 
said the measures were only 
temporary and aimed at easing 
strains in the 17-nation euro 
bloc, but two prominent Ger¬ 
man ECB members even quit 
in protest over the practice. 

Between January and Au¬ 


gust 2011, the purchases dried 
up, but the ECB resumed the 
program in August when re¬ 
newed strains pushed Italian 
and Spanish borrowing rates to 
unsustainable levels. 

At one point the purchases 
reached as much as 22 billion 
euros ($29 billion) in a single 
week. 

In total, the ECB has now 
bought a total 219.5 billion 
euros in eurozone government 
bonds since the start of the pro¬ 
gram. 


us, Mexico agree on joint oil projects 


LOS CABOS (AFP) - The 
United States and Mexico 
agreed yesterday to work to¬ 
gether on oil and gas develop¬ 
ment in the energy-rich Gulf of 
Mexico, paving the way to end 
a long-running moratorium on 
their maritime border. 

Under the deal, companies 
from the United States and 
Mexico would be encouraged 
to collaborate on projects over 
their Gulf maritime boundary 
but would be able to go ahead 
on their own if they do not find 
a partner. 

"These reservoirs could 
hold considerable reserves that 


would benefit the United 
States and Mexico alike," Sec¬ 
retary of State Hillary Clinton 
said at a signing ceremony 
with Mexican President Felipe 
Calderon. 

Clinton was visiting the 
Mexican resort of Los Cabos 
for talks of the Group of 20 
major economies, where she 
has voiced concerns about 
what she saw as unfair advan¬ 
tages enjoyed by state-sup- 
ported companies. 

Mexico’s Pemex enjoys a 
virtual monopoly on the coun¬ 
try’s energy industry. 

"For the first time, Ameri¬ 


can energy companies will be 
able to collaborate with 
Pemex," Clinton said. 

"In tough times like these, 
we need to make the most of 
every opportunity to create 
jobs, to foster economic growth 
and energy security while man¬ 
aging our resources and our en¬ 
vironment responsibly for 
future generations," she said. 

US officials said that the 
agreement, while not specifi¬ 
cally authorizing new projects, 
would provide a legal certainty 
that would allow companies to 
move ahead on oil and gas de¬ 
velopment. 


Dutch demand 'permanent' EU-IMF 
control in Greece 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Hardline 
Dutch Finance Minister Jan 
Kees De Jager demanded yes¬ 
terday that the EU and IMF 
take "permanent" control of 
government decision-making 
over revenues and public ex¬ 
penditure in Greece. 

As the eurozone meets on 
whether to approve a 230-bil- 
lion-euro ($300 billion) finan¬ 
cial lifeline for Greece, De 
Jager said: "I am in favour of a 
permanent troika in Athens," 
referring to European Union, 
International Monetary Fund 
and European Central Bank of-

ficials reviewing the country’s 
finances. 

De Jager, whose coalition 
government in The Hague has 
to get the bailout past an in¬ 
creasingly sceptical Dutch par¬ 
liament, said partners commit¬ 
ted to providing Greece money 
for years to come need "some 
kind of permanent presence" 
dictating policy on the ground, 
"not every three months." 

He was referring to quar¬ 
terly reports produced by the 
"troika" which have in some

Rutte recently floated the idea 
that the eurozone could cope 
with a Greek exit from the cur¬ 
rency area much more easily 
than 18 months ago.

iran stops oii saies to British 
and French firms 


TEHRAN - Iran has stopped 
selling crude to British and 
French companies, the oil min¬ 
istry said on Sunday, in a reta¬ 
liatory measure against fresh 
EU sanctions on the Islamic 
state’s lifeblood, oil. 

The European Union in 
January decided to stop im¬ 
porting crude from Iran from 
July 1 over its disputed nuclear 
program, which the West says 
is aimed at building bombs. 
Iran denies this. 

Iran’s oil minister said on 
February 4 that the Islamic 
state would cut its oil exports 
to "some" European countries. 

The European Commission 


said last week that the bloc 
would not be short of oil if Iran 
stopped crude exports, as they 
have enough in stock to meet 
their needs for around 120 
days. 

Industry sources said on 
February 16 that Iran’s top oil 
buyers in Europe were making 
substantial cuts in supply 
months in advance of Euro¬ 
pean Union sanctions, reduc¬ 
ing flows to the continent in 
March by more than a third - or 
over 300,000 barrels daily.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Na¬ 
tional Basketball Association 
star Jeremy Lin made a public 
plea Sunday for reporters in 
Taiwan to respect the privacy 
of his family members there. 

Lin’s fairy-tale run, and the 
media storm that has accompa¬ 
nied it, has had an affect on 
those in his ancestral home¬ 
lands. 

The US-born Lin is the son 
of Taiwanese immigrants and 
his maternal grandmother is 
from mainland China. 

’’One special request I have 


is for the media in Taiwan to 
kind of give them their space 
because they can’t go to work 
without being bombarded and 
people following them,” said 
Lin, following the Knicks 104- 
97 win over defending NBA 
champion Dallas on Sunday. 

”I just want people to re¬ 
spect the privacy of my rela¬ 
tives in Taiwan. Hopefully this 
will get back to everybody be¬ 
cause they need to live their 
lives.” 

Lin also talked about an 
apology he received from US 
broadcasting giant ESPN 
which posted an anti-Asian 
slur in a headline on its mobile 
website following Friday’s 
Knicks game. 

’’ESPN has apologized,”

on purpose. From my end, I 
don’t care anymore.

Kieran Richardson took 
advantage of a poor clearance 
to lash in Sunderland’s opener 
in the 40th minute before 
more shoddy Arsenal play cul¬ 
minated in a 77th-minute own 
oal from Alex Oxlade-Cham- 
erlain. 

Chelsea manager Andre

lower league Birmingham. 

SPAIN 

- Lionel Messi hit four 
goals to inspire Barcelona to a 
5-1 victory over Valencia, but 
the champions still remain 10 
points behind leaders Real 
Madrid. 

Messi took his league goals 
tally to 27 for the season and 
42 in all competitions al¬ 
though third-placed Valencia 
had stunned the Spanish and 
European champions by tak¬ 
ing a shock early lead. 

Barca are still struggling to 
retain their title after Real 
Madrid had swept past Racing 
Santander 4-0 on Saturday. 

Karim Benzema grabbed a 
double for Jose Mourinho’s 
team while Cristiano Ronaldo 
was also on target for his 28th 
league goal of the season. 

Real have now won 18 of 
the last 19 games since they 
drew 0-0 at Santander at the 
end of September.

Ghana 
midfielder Sulley Muntari, on 
his debut, and Dutchman 
Urby Emanuelson both scored 
their first goals for the club 
with Robinho adding the third 
as Milan went a point clear of 
Juventus, although having 
played a game more.

Juventus had taken over at 
the summit on Saturday with 
a 3-1 win over 10-man Cata¬ 
nia. 

Udinese are third despite 
being held to a 0-0 draw at 
home by Cagliari. That was 
because Lazio crashed to a hu¬ 
miliating 5-1 thrashing at 
Palermo to continue their poor 
run in 2012, losing six of their 
11 games in all competitions. 

Roma moved up to fifth 
and sent Inter Milan, who lost 
3-0 at home to Bologna on 
Friday, down to seventh with 
a 1-0 win over Parma.

Borussia Moenchenglad- 
bach beat Kaiserslautern 2-1 
to stay second, three points 
behind Dortmund.

- Montpellier proved their 
title credentials by holding 
league leaders Paris Saint- 
Germain to a 2-2 draw in the 
top-of-the-table clash at Parc 
des Princes.

Tennis: Jankovic 
determined to get 
back on top of the 
world 


DUBAI (AFP) - Former world 
number one Jelena Jankovic 
here on Monday made it clear 
that she has not given up hope 
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of regaining her former status 
after making a winning start in 
the city of her adopted home. 

The extrovert Serbian over¬ 
came Petra Cetkovska, the 
Paris-based Czech, 6-2, 6-2 to 
reach the second round of the 
WTA Dubai Open, where she 
once reached the final. 

Jankovic was in good form 
both on and off the court, hit¬ 
ting ground strokes with good 
rhythm despite the cold condi¬ 
tions, describing her injury 
problems in some detail, and 
not missing an opportunity for 
humour. 

Jankovic also moved fairly 
well, which was a little surpris¬ 
ing since she suffered an injury 
at the Fed Cup two weeks ago 
which required heavy bandag¬ 
ing to her left thigh. 

Getting fully fit and remain¬ 
ing so is the key to her climb¬ 
ing from her current world 
ranking of 14 to challenge for 
the top spot again, she ac¬ 
knowledged with some force. 

'T wish,” she said. "If s my 
biggest wish. But sometimes 
there are things you can’t con¬ 
trol.” 

How far she has controlled 
her latest ailment, and how 
likely she is to reach her allot¬ 
ted seeding place in the quar¬ 
ter-finals may be tested more 
rigorously by her next oppo¬ 
nent, Flavia Pennetta. 


Tennis: Wozniacki Mts out at 
Navratilova 


DUB A (AFP) - Former world 
number one Caroline Wozni¬ 
acki hit back at Martina 
Navratilova on Monday for 
claiming that the Dane had 
never deserved to be top of the 
world rankings. 

Wozniacki also suggested 
she has lost respect for 
Navratilova, regarded by many 
as the greatest woman player 
ever, implying that her TV 
commentating sought to stir 
things up and that it would be 
better to "think a little bit.” 

”I would never say Martina 
was number one when there 
was no-one playing,” Wozni¬ 
acki said, ”or that she was the 
best when no-one was playing. 
That would be disrespectful.” 

Her comment was an echo 
of Navratilova’s remarks at an 
Australian Open press confer¬ 
ence, in which the 5 5-year-old 
legend said: ’’Clearly nobody 
feels Wozniacki is a true num¬ 
ber one.” 

Navratilova, whose 18 
Grand Slam singles titles were 
achieved when the women’s 
game had less depth, also crit¬ 
icized the modem ranking sys¬ 
tem which placed Wozniacki at 
the top for 68 weeks. 

This places too much em¬ 
phasis on the quantity of wins 
rather than their quality, 
Navratilova alleged, suggest¬ 
ing fellow Czech Petra Kvi- 
tova, Wimbledon champion 
and winner of five other titles 
last year, should have become 
number one instead.

Wozniacki reacted almost as 
strongly when asked about 
Navratilova’s comment that it 
was Kvitova and Victoria 
Azarenka who now formed the 
game’s best rivalry. 

’’They always have to make 
comments, and that’s what they 
get paid for - to be comments, 
because they are not playing 
any more. And they need to stir 
everything up,” Wozniacki 
said. 


’’When I was number one 
they needed to make a story so 
in the beginning when I was 
coming up they were saying I 
was the next big thing. 

’’Then when I had been 
there for a while and it got bor¬ 
ing.then they said she has¬ 

n’t won a Grand Slam - 
because and because and be¬ 
cause. 

’’Soon it will be if Victoria 
(Azarenka) loses a match, ’how 
could she lose a match?”’ 

Wozniacki lost her world 
number one ranking to 
Azarenka three weeks ago, and 
is seeded three in defence of 
the Dubai Open title this week, 
behind the Belarussian and the 
Czech. 

Kvitova has since with¬ 
drawn with a virus, and Woz¬ 
niacki should play Azarenka in 
the semi-finals on Friday.

Boxing: Chisora, Haye could 
face German jail sentences 



BERLIN (AFP) - British box¬ 
ers David Haye and Dereek 
Chisora eould both faee possi¬ 
ble prison sentenees in Ger¬ 
many following their Munieh 
brawl, proseeutors here eon- 
firmed Monday. 

Haye and Chisora elashed 
during the press eonferenee 
after Chisora’s defeat to de¬ 
fending WBC heavyweight 
ehampion Vitali Klitsehko on 
Saturday night in the Bavarian 
eapital. 

In front of stunned re¬ 
porters and the assembled 
media, Chisora eonfronted 
Haye, who was working at the 
fight as a pundit, and the pair 
had to be separated after trad¬ 
ing blows whieh saw both of 
their trainers get involved. 

Haye is suspeeted of griev¬ 
ous bodily harm and if found 
guilty, faees up to 10 years in 
prison. 


Haye, who lost his World 
Boxing Assoeiation (WBA) 
heavyweight title on points to 
Vitali’s brother Wladimir in 
July last year, proved hard to 
traek down but he finally is¬ 
sued a statement later on 
Monday through his promot¬ 
ers in London. 

"I realise I am no angel - 
and don’t mind a bit of profes¬ 
sional trash-talk to help raise 
boxing’s profile - but, during 
my 21 years in the sport, I 
have never been involved in, 
or even witnessed, sueh a se¬ 
rious fraeas,” said Haye, who 
threw the first puneh as 
Chisora approaehed him. ”If 
requested, I shall happily as¬ 
sist the boxing authorities 
with any investigation they 
wish to launeh and, ultimately, 
hope that all lessons learned 
from this ineident will be im¬ 
plemented.” 


Chisora is suspeeted of ma- 
lieious injury, whieh earries a 
jail sentenee of up to five 
years, and threatening behav¬ 
iour, whieh is punishable by a 
fine or imprisonment of up to 
one year. 

’’They are both faeing a fine 
or a possible prison sentenee,” 
a Munieh poliee spokesman 
told AFP with investigations 
still on going. 

After the brawl at Munieh’s 
Olympiahalle, Haye is believed 
to have immediately left the 
eountry and poliee were unable 
to loeate him after searehing his 
hotel in the early hours of Sun¬ 
day morning. 

Chisora and his trainer Don 
Charles were both arrested at 
Munieh airport as they pre¬ 
pared to board a plane and 
were taken for questioning at 
the eity’s poliee station, but 
were released on Sunday 
evening. 

The British Boxing Board 
of Control has already said 
Chisora eould faee a life ban 
after the brawl whieh has badly 
tarnished the sport’s image and 
are investigating him on a mis- 
eonduet eharge. 

Haye does not have a li- 
eenee to fight, having offieially 
retired in Oetober, but the 
board eould ehoose to effee- 
tively ban him by denying him 
a lieenee if he seeks to fight 
again.
